It is really hard to describe it, so as to give one 
a picture of its real beauty, but I assure you it is one of 
the loveliest glads grown today. Height 55 inches, makes 
a spike with 20 buds, 7 nicely ruffled florets open, with 
many more showing color. They are nicely spaced and 
firmly attached, and it never crooks, even in the hottest 
weather. Makes nice clean bulbs with lots of bulblets 
that germinate easily, even the bulblets often make sal- 
able spikes when planted earlv. Be sure and give this a 
trial this year.

Everyone just 
raves over its beauty, and heavy ruffling. The florists 
really love it. Makes nice clean bulbs with plenty of 
easily germinated bulblets.
